EAST  HOLLYWOOD  - The  City  of  Los  Angeles  is  seeking  organizations  to  submit 
qualifications  and  proposals  to  restore  a dilapidated,  decades-old  craftsman-style 
house  and  turn  it  into  a childcare  facility  that  includes  an  affordable  housing  unit. 

The  property,  located  at  1816  N Wilton  Place  and  built  in  1911,  was  previously 
slated  for  auction.  Instead  of  the  property  going  to  the  highest  bidder  with  the 


possibility  of  demolition,  Councilmember  Mitch  O’Farrell  seeks  to  preserve  the 
structure,  while  providing  onsite  childcare  services  for  the  community  along  with  one 
unit  of  affordable  housing.

ELYSIAN  PARK  - Due  to  a host  of  climate  related  issues,  the  canopy  in  Elysian  Park 
has  been  in  decline.  City  Plants  and  RAP  applied  for  a grant  from  the  Arbor  Day 
Foundation  and  Boise  Project  UP,  a program  under  Boise  Paper  that  aims  to 
transform  distressed  urban  spaces  into  revitalized  green  spaces.  Partners  will  utilize 
Land  Life  Cocoons,  provided  by  LADWP  as  a pilot  program,  and  the  first  ever  in  the 
City  to  pair  low-water  use  seedlings  with  the  drought-resilient  planting  technology.
